Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that 
Reimers does not contain all of the elements of claim 1 . Specifically, applicant argues that Reimers shows the string on the inside and 
outside, and not only on one side as the claim recites. Strip (210) is considered part of the tubular structure. The fabric segements and 
strip together define the boundary of the tubular structure. At positions where no strip is present, the outer edge of th structure is defined 
by the outer edge of a fabric segment. But at positions where the strip overlaps the fabric segment, then the outer egde of the tubular 
structure is defined by the outer edge of the strip, therefore, as shown in figure 6A, the string is disposed on only one side (the inside) of 
the tubular structure. The claim recites the string is on one side of the tubular structure, not one side of the fabric segments. 
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
